BEAT BOTH BRITISH BOATS

Orack Cutters of the Royal Ynoht Club De-
feated on a Lony Run,

VIGILANT WON AFTER A CLOSE RACE

Sm—

Satanita Was a Fow Seconds Ahead and
Britannla m Short Distanes Hehind
Unill Close to the End—An
Exoiting Contest,

COWES, Aug. 6.—~With prospects of a
splendi! day's racing the Vigilant, Britanola
and Satanita started thls morning. In the
Wiig ovent of the regatta of the Royal London
Yacht club,  The weather wuas what the
exports call Satanita weather, The course
wits aroumd the Iale of Wright, starting east-
ward, once around, a total distance of about
ffty-fiva miley, There were nearly 300
yachts of all slzes and deseriptions lying In
the roads. The Amerlcan yachts, Atalanta,
White Ladie and May, wire consplogous
among those floating the stars and stripes,
Conspleuons in the midst of the parade was
n tall mast from which the Amerlcan flag
was fylng.

Over the gay spoctacle a leaden sky
frowned, threatening a showery day, but as
a compensation a niee breeze was blowing
and the white caps were dancing at a lively
rate, During the early morning excursion
sttnmers from Southampton, Bournemouth,
Portsmouth, Southsea and  other  places
itoiimanl into the roads.

Larger numbers were assembled than were
ever before gathered at an BEnglish regatta,
Emperor Willlam  arrived at 3 o'elock on
Luard the imperlal yacht Hohensellern, and
was recelved with the uwsual salutes. An
the day advanced the wind increased in force,
The Vigilant allows the Satanita Afty-five
seennds owivg te the reduction of the latier's
sall area and the Vigilant allows the Britan-
nla two minutes Lwenty-two sveonds, The
thres rival yachis gave the spoctalors a
protly exhibition of Emart seamanship before
the start as they cruised up and down test-
Ing the wind from 9 o’clock until the starting
gun was fired at 10 a. m. All threo yachis
started for the line carrying club top sails
and balloan Jibs,  Thelr times were in cross-
Ing the line: Satanita (entter) 10:01:00,
Britunnia (cutter) 10:01:06, Vigilant (sloop)
1001 3.

WALES' PECULIAR TACTICS.

At the outset there was an exciting con-
tost  between the Britannin and  Vigilant.
The former was holding the windward posi-
tion and the latter tried to pass her. But
the prince of Wales' cutter Ilmmediately
luffed up and held the Vigllant. For a time
Luth yachts made lttle forward progress.

The Satanita, fn the meanwhlile, rapldly
forged ahead and an fdea directly struck all
the speciators that the Britannla’s maneuver
in holding the Vigilant was the result of an
aprecment between the two British captains
to work in unison so that the winner of the
cup would be a British vessel. This being
i day of Satanita weather and the Britannia
having but a =mall ehance of winning the
Tatter could well devote herself to harussing
the American yacht. This mancuver so far
succeoded that when the Vigilant ultimately
got clear the Satanlta was a long woey
ahead,

The times of the yachts In passing Bast
Cowes  peint  were:  Satanita, 10:11:32;
Vigilant, 10:13:31; Britannia, 10:14:16,
Satunita, therefore, had o lead of one minute
fifty-nine seconds at this early stage of the
rice on the Vigllant, while the latter was
torty-four seconds ahead of the Britannla,

All three yachts got away In fine style
and once past East Cowes point they were
reaching along at steamboat speed with
part of their starboard ralls submerged and
leaving o glistening wake behind them.
The timesa of the three vachts at Ryde Pler
were as follows: Satanita, 10:29:55; Vigllant,
10:31:35;: Britannia, 10:32:28., Both Satanita
and Vigilant were Increasing thelr leads on
the prince of Walea' culter.

At the Warner lightship the Vigilant was
pelling up on the Satanita, which led by only
ten seconds, the Britannia being only fifty-
five seconds behind the leader, The signals
giving the time passing Shanklin could not
be read with precision, but approximately

the boata passed as follows: Satanita,
12:05:00; Vigilant, 12:07:00; Britannia,
12,08:00. Ventner, Tsle of Wight, was

passed about as follows, the same un-
certainty as to time and order of the two
Britieh ynchts prevalling: Satanita, 12:25:25;
Vigllant, 12:25:31; BHritaania, 12:26:32.

Up to this stage it was a very pretty race,
Nearly hall the course had been covered, and
yet only a lHitle over & minute separated the
first and third yachis,

The time of the yachts at finish were:
Vigllant, 5:06:15; Dritannia, 5:14.27; Satan-
ita, 5:46.15,

The Vigilant consequently won by eight
minutes twelve seconds, without counting her
time allowance of two minutes twenty-two
Bseconils,

During a lufMng mateh off Ventnor both
the Britannla and the Vigllant seraped the
ghore., The American yacht was rather se-
vercly scraped.

FOUL TACTICS OF THE BRITANNIA.

To an Associnted press reporter, after the
race, Captain Haft of the Vigilant sald: ‘It
Is guite true that the Britannia tried to
hold us at the start, evidently In order to
allow the Batanita to get ahead, In fact
that was thele tactics throughout. When one
pot sHghtly ahead the other tried to hold
uy, ‘and this led to our running Into the
shore mere than eoneeg.  The Hatanitn only
lod on the run to Dembridge, Diveetly we
turned the point and started the reach for
5t Catherine's point we began to gain, and
soon poased her. The Britannia also came
up and then commencsd a geries of lufMng
matches. The Britanolae was to windward
and prevented us from passing, continunily
bearing down on us and Keeping us in
whore.  Ultlmately, when we had Just passed
Ventnor we tried to pass the Dritannla on
Ieeward, but failed. Then wo declded to pass
her o windward, whatever the risk might
be,  We succeeded, and the Britinnic was
pressed In shors and her bottom ruobbed.
Later on the Britunnia agnin tried the samao
pame wlen wo were close together, We were
determined not to be joekeyed in this fashion,
nnd as both were game it was simply a case
of which would go the farthest In shore. As
the Hritannin daaws threo feet more water
than, the Yigllant, she went on the rocks,
The Vigllant also bumped, being nearer the
shore, but T do not thing she suffired serl-
ously.,  Nevertheless, we intend to dock her
tomorrow to aseertaln If her keel Is injured.
